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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant extensively argues in pages 10-14 
for claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 that the claims are direct to statutory subject matter as useful, concrete, and tangible wherein the 
applicant argues that the limitation "reduce a memory spece reuqirement and to increase a processing efficiency" is sufficiently for useful, 
concrete, and tangible result. 

The examiner respectfully submits that the limitation above is not cited in every independent of claims. Further, the claims do not 
disclose how to reduce the memory space or increase a processing efficiency as claimed. Currently, the claims do not disclose any 
physical/practical application of having a hydrid full-packed data structure in linear algebra processing. Therefore, the previous 101 
rejection is maintained.
